Emerging from what was first 
believed to be a shameful down- 
fall Narberth staked the most vig- 
orous comeback ever seen on the 
local field this season to rally val- 
iantly, but vainly. The Darby 
Daisies in turn saw piled up the 
highest score ever marked against 
them. Again the glorious old 
last-ditch performance almost 
played havoc with the invaders, 
but 1500 fans saw the most marv- 
elous twirler that ever faced the 
Narberth nine. In Sennr Strong 
the tail-enders found a determined 
and confident man : determination 
being half of the battle and con- 
fidence the residue. How that 
darky could sling that pill ! 

This contest was brimful of fea- 
tures with the bludgeon, afield 
and on the hill as 3000 optics 
watched Babb slowly but stub- 
bornly sink in the boN. Babb in- 
haled quite an amount of local 
breeze as he watched his team- 
mates rally with seven markers 
in the closing chapter, somewhat 
paying up for the 20 hits Hilldale 
garnered off him. It was, as a 
whole, a pitching contest, but by 
no means a hurling duel, for 
Strong was what his name des- 
ignated ; he was robust. 

Having played taps with Babb's 
heaves the rival manager decided 
to give Strong a little rest and 
sent in Stevens, pinch-slinger, 
who was stormed off the mound 
in the same inning to be replaced 
by the comical Mackey, formerly 
of first. It was at the expense 
of these two impersonators that 
Narberth made their wonderful 
rally, romping away with seven 
hefty bingles, thus giving the 
tourists something to grunt about. 

The fact that the former Har- 
rowgate pitcher walked only three 
men during this whole combat 
goes to show what magnificent 
suport there was afield, Fleck 
being the outstanding man in cen- 
ter, his sensational catches bring- 
ing considerable applause from 
sidelines. 

Like the first meeting Narberth 
seemed a joke to the invaders. 
They would scoff at the sight of 
a Narberth player at the plate, 
and their confidence in themselves 
was overwhelming. Seldom did 
Strong ever have to take in a deep 
inhaler, his pitching ability being 
too much for the Narberth nine.

Gillespie did all the hard ash- 
toting for the home nine as he 
stormed Strong for three vicious 
clouts. Babb was second leading 
hitter of the game with two, one 
off Strong and the other at the 
expense of Mackey.

NEW POST OFFICE 
TO OPEN MONDAY 



Well-Equipped New Structure 

Will Greatly Increase 

Efficiency. 



New Elm Hall and Fire House

Monday morning, bright and 
early, the doors of the new post 
office on Essex avenue a few 
steps from the corner of Haver- 
ford will be opened for business. 
'Phis building, owned by Joseph P. 
White and designed by Robert 
Pollock, of Mcrion, is the first 
home of the local post office built 
expressly for it and the first one 
which adequately fills the postal 
needs. 

The structure is one story of 
cement block, with the front of 
cut stone. A handsome broken 
pediment enhances the entrance 
which is flanked on either side by 
large plate glass windows. ( hi 
entering one is impressed with 
the well planned layout. The 
three windows a large one for 
parcel post, general delivery and 
stamps, and money orders face 
the front of the building. The 
public lobby, about three times 
the size of the similar part in the 
old office, extends around the 
corner at the left as one enters 
leading to the postmasters office. 
The floor of the lobby is a special 
marble composition known as 
Terrazo. 

One hundred and twenty six 
new boxes have been added, mak- 
ing the total now 326. Box hold- 
ers will keep boxes of the same 
number as before up to 200. Here 
as in all the equipment, the latest 
features have been procured. 
There is a downwards slant to the 
boxes towards the front, thus pre- 
venting mail from slipping out 
and making it readily observable 
from the outside. 

A notable feature, of the new 
•structure is the skylight' and ven- 
tilator in the roof which floods 
daylight and fresh air to all parts 
of the work room. All of the 
equipment is of the latest and best 
type-racks, carrier cases, cases for 
incoming and outgoing mails, re- 
ceiving and dispatching equip- 
ment — all is brand new. 

The financial section at the 
front is screened off from the 
workroom proper. Included in it 
is a new Cary safe, guaranteed to 
be burglar proof. Letter and 
paper drops are accessibly placed 
just inside the door. Two bulletin 
boards for the posting of public 
notices are found on either wall at 
the front. 

The building is heated by a va- 
por heating system. An addi- 
tional convenience is the entrance 
to the workroom from Essex ave- 
nue, which will facilatate the re- 
ceiving and dispatching of nails. 

John Simmons, of 1600 Arch 
street, Philadelphia, is the builder 
while much of the work was done 
by local men through sub-con- 
tracts. The fixtures were supplied 
by the Corbin Cabinet Works of 
New Britain, Conn., through their 
local representative E. C. Gris- 
wold. The heating system was 
installed by Maurice Lacey, the 
electrical work was done by the 
Narberth Electric Shop, and roof- 
ing by John A. Miller. 

Contributions ' of spirituous 
liquors will be gratefully received 
by the post office for christening 
purposes, since their supply was 
exhausted when the post office 
truck was baptized.

SUMMER SCHOOL ENDS 



The summer session of the 
borough schools, an innovation 
this year, ended on Friday, 
August 10. Nearly 70 pupils 
availed themselves of this op- 
portunity and 90 per cent, of 
those in attendance successfully 
completed the work of the ses- 
sion : five pupils were advanced a 
grade beyond the grade to which 
they were promoted in June. 

The regular session of the 
schools begins Monday, Septem- 
ber 10. Parents who have chil- 
dren entering either the first 
grade or the kindergarten should 
enroll them, if possible, on August 
.'50 and August 31. The school of- 
fice will be open for registration 
on these dates, from 9 until 12. 
All children entering school for 
the first time should present certi- 
ficates both of birth and of vac- 
cination. Children whose sixth 
birthday occurs on or before 
January 31, 1929, may be entered 
in the first grade : children whose 
fifth birthday occurs on or before 
January 31, 1929 may be entered 
in the kindergarten. 

Children who are unable to re- 
port for registration on either 
August 30 or August 31, will en- 
roll on September 10, at the Com- 
munity Building for the kinder- 
garten and at the elementary 
school for first grade. 

Pupils who have moved to Nar- 
berth from other districts during 
the summer, and intend to enter 
either Lower Merion Senior High 
School or the ninth grade in Sep- 
tember, should report at the Nar- 
berth school office on August 30 
or August 31 with their certifi- 
cates of promotion. 

All pupils who intend to use the 
busses provided by the Narberth 
School District for the transporta- 
tion of pupils to the Lower 
Merion schools, will send name, 
residence and the class assigned 
to at Lower Merion in September. 
Bus tickets will be mailed to 
pupils upon receipt of cards.

Like the Phoenix of old which 
rose from its funeral pyre to a new 
life. Elm Hall, the home of the Nar- 
berth Fire Company and center of 
borough activities, is entering upon 
its third reincarnation and a most 
magnificent one. The finishing 
touches are now being given to this 
building, which will be opened for 
public inspection on Saturday, Sep- 
tember 8, from 12 noon to io P. M. 
If one was not very familiar with 
the old Elm Hall one would look 
twice before recognizing its bones 
in this splendid new building. 

A fine facade now extends across 
the entire front of the building, giv- 
ing it a uniform and dignified ap- 
pearance. The front "L" has been 
built out, allowing room for three 
pieces of apparatus abreast in the 
engine room and for a wide stair- 
way leading to the second floor. The 
shingles have been removed from 
the sides of the building and it has 
received a coat of stucco, uniformly 
on all sides in the color Mr. Ford 
designates as "Arabian Sand." 
This is no ordinary stucco, either, 
but a brand known as California 
Stucco. 

The old siren tower, once poised 
precariously on one corner of the 
building, was dismantled, the siren 
being re-erected on a steel tower on 
the rear roof. Gone, too, is the old 
council chamber, where, on second

In front of the building on the 
second floor is a splendidly ap- 
pointed room clone in roughened 
plaster of an old rose color. Here 
will be the scene of all future coun- 
cilmanic debates with ample room 
for Council's "Auxiliary" and 
visitors. 

Elm Hall itself, emerges from 
the chaos in a different location but 
the same size as before. By the 
simple device of moving the stage 
back over the new addition at the 
rear no space was lost and the hall 
is decidedly more attractive. The 
walls are done in a pleasing cream 
color with the ceiling of a slightly 
lighter tone. The facilities adjoin- 
ing the hall could not be surpassed. 
There are cloak rooms, lavatories, 
dressing rooms directly off the stage 
and a kitchen with stairs to the first 
floor and the outside. The room is 
plentifully supplied with exits 
which are conveniently located. An 
additional feature which should 
prove valuable is the electric fan 
ventilating system. By a press of a 
button large fans in the ceiling are 
set in motion sucking in fresh air 
from outside.

MANY AT FUNERAL 
OF COUNTY'S HEAD 



Main Line Leaders Attend 

Services for D. F. Stout 

Held Yesterday. 



Funeral services were held yes- 
terday at Glenside for Daniel F. 
Stout, president of the Board of 
Commissioners of Montgomery 
county, one of the most active 
Republicans of the Johnson or- 
ganization, who died suddenly at 
his home in Glenside shortly be- 
fore noon Sunday. Officials from 
Lower Merion and Narberth, 
from the county in general, and 
prominent Montgomery and State 
political leaders were among the 
hundreds who attended. 

Heart disease, for which Mr. 
Stout had been undergoing treat- 
ment for two years, was the cause 
of death. 

Apparently in excellent health, 
Commissioner Stout left his home 
Sunday during the morning for a 
walk. About 11 o'clock he was 
talking to two friends, John and 
Thomas Curley, as the trio stood 
near the Glenside station. He left 
his companions and went to his 
home, less than a square distant, 
where within a few minutes he 
was stricken with the heart at- 
tack. Dr. C. E. Walter, who was 
called, said that death had re- 
sulted quickly. 

Often a speaker here at Repub- 
lican rallies, Mr. Stout was well 
known to many in Lower Merion 
and Narberth. He last visited 
here when he attended the funeral 
services Monday a week ago of 
Squire I. Warner Arthur in Ard 
more. 



COUNCIL TO STOP 
ALL-DAY PARKING 



Zone Includes Essex, Forest, 

Narberth Avenues Between 

Haverford-Windsor. 



CONCOURSE AVAILABLE 



Routine matters took a promi- 
nent place at the August meeting 
of Council last Monday, the end 
of the summer meetings. The 
problem of traffic control came in 
for the greatest share of discus- 
sion. 

As a means of alleviating con- 
gestion on Essex avenue, Forest 
and Narberth avenues, between 
Haverford and Windsor, it was 
decided to prohibit all-day park- 
ing on those streets. Inasmuch 
as the railroad property on the 
south side of the tracks at the sta- 
tion, known as the concourse by 
courtesy only, is open for all-day 
parking for train users, no hard- 
ship or inconvenience is foreseen 
for those who formerly left their 
cars on the aforementioned 
streets. 

It was also brought out that, 
due to improvements on the 
township dump a,t West Mana- 
yunk, which handles all the bor- 
ough rubbish and ash collections, 
mixed rubbish and ashes may not 
be acceptable very much longer 
to the township. As soon as the 
borough is notified to that effect 
it will mean that all rubbish and 
ashes set out for collection by the 
borough will have to be in sepa- 
rate containers since they will 
not be collected in mixed con- 
tainers or even at the same time 
for that matter. Rubbish collec- 
tions will then probably be made 
at monthly intervals. This is in 
the nature of an advance warning, 
so that fewer mixups will result 
when the separate collections go 
into effect. 

The tax duplicate turned over 
to the Borough Treasurer, Wal- 
ton M. Wentz, by Tax Collector 
Edwin P. Dold, showed the total 
assessed valuation of borough 
property to be $4,523,545, which 
includes an occupation tax of 
$353,1.5. The borough tax rate 
of 20 mills thus makes the total 
taxes to be collected for 1928 $90,- 
470.90. which is $1(5,655.38 less 
than last year, due to the four- 
mill cut in the borough tax rate, 
and in spite of the increased val- 
uation of property of $59,955 over 
last year. Tax exonerations of 
$461.40 were approved and granted. 

Furniture has been ordered 
from John Wanamaker for the 
new Council chamber and will 
doubtless be installed by the Sep- 
tember meeting. 

The report of the Building 
Committee showed that 10 build- 
ing permits had been issued by 
the Superintendent of Public 
Works during July at a cost of 
$45 for operations estimated to 
cost in the neighborhood of $12,- 
175, chiefly garages and altera- 
tions. Sixty-four inspections were 
made by the building inspector 
during the month, nine operations 
being completed. 

A resolution was read by the 
chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, Clarence Kaeber, express- 
ing approval of a proposed 
amendment to the State Vehicu- 
lar Code which, if passed by the 
State Legislature, would mean 
the turning over a percentage of 
moneys collected for license and 
registrations fees to boroughs and 
municipalities throughout the 
State in proportion to the number 
issued therein, this money to be 
used for street repair work, con- 
struction, etc. 



A WORD TO THE WISE 

Borough authorities have re- 
ceived word from the Lower 
Merion police department that 
prowlers are operating in the 
Main Line section. None have 
been caught here as yet, but the 
police request that householders 
co-operate by locking doors and 
first-floor windows at night.

Civic Improvements 

Monday, August 20, will mark the 
official opening of tho new United 
States Post Office in Narberth, and 
the virtual completion of the recon- 
structed Fire House, Elm Hall. Thus 
in one week two buildings will be 
completed which touch the life of the 
average citizen most closely. 

The new post office, made possible 
through the good offices of Joseph P. 
White in providing the building, is 
the first built expressly for postal use 
in the history of the local office. An 
attractive and well laid out structure, 
which will vastly facilitate the work 
and efficiency of the local force, there 
is little doubt as to its being an im- 
provement to the community as a 
whole. 

The post office has long languished 
in shacks and stores, buildings never 
intended for such a purpose and doubt- 
less never dreamed of by their original 
occupiers. Now that it has at last 
come into its own may it reap a fitting 
reward in greater usefulness. 

Elm Hall in its new clothes assumes 
an appropriate garb for what is the 
hub of the Borough life. The Fire 
Company deserves a vote of thanks 
from every resident of the borough for 
conceiving and carrying through a 
plan which provides such an adequate 
and handsome building. Not only does 
it meet the needs of the fire company 
itself by an enlargement of the engine 
room and a more practical arrange- 
ment of equipment, but the borough 
activities are housed in more elegant 
fashion than ever before. Further- 
more, the portions available to the pub- 
Vc, Elm Hall itself and the new hall 
at the rear of the building, represent 
an investment in public good will 
which the fire company was by no 
means obliged to make. 

Long may they prosper! 



In Explanation 

Lest the parking rule instituted by 
Council at its August meeting seem 
somewhat harsh and summary to 
some users of Essex, Forest and Nar- 
berth avenues, between Windsor and 
Haverford, as all-day storage space we 
remind said all-day parkcrs that the 
streets belong to the borough and it 
can do as it jolly well pleases with 
them. 

This step, however, was not taken 
without due forethought on the part 
of the borough fathers. It will be re- 
called that the old freight station on 
the south side was demolished some 
months ago and the siding tracks re- 
moved by the railroad authorities. 
This made available a large plot of 
ground adjacent to the station, which 
has been leveled and cleared off, mak- 
ing it a logical parking space for train 
users. 

The cessation of work on this piece 
of ground by the railroad is not an 
indication that nothing more is to be 
done to it. Rather the railroad wishes 
it to be used intensively so that its 
defects may be made evident and so 
that the ground may have a chance to 
settle through the winter, and thus by 
spring, the Pennsy engineers can tell 
just how it can be developed to make 
the best possible use of it. 

In the meantime it is there to be 
used. There are no restrictions on the 
length of time cars can be left there. 
All-day and all-night parking may be 
indulged in if_ car owners so desire. 

The convenience of this spot cannot 
be gainsaid. It may mean a little long- 
er ride for some over the Narberth 
avenue bridge or under Wynnewood 
road tunnel and around Elmwood 
avenue, but it certainly means a short- 
er walk after leaving the car. A few 
steps to the platform, and on the 
right side for trains, too, instead of a 
walk of two or three blocks.

The system thrives upon driving Independents out of business and upon the sweat of poorly paid em- 
ployees. The pittance saved In trading with these chain stores helps no one in the end. These stores split the 
nickel, and the splitting is poor bait to the housewife -who believes she is cutting down household expenses by 
dealing with these price cutters. Splitting nickels with a buying public that can afford to pay the whole price, 
driving wholesalers to the wall who formerly paid decent salaries to employees, wrecking manufacturers who un- 
wisely sold their entire outputs to them, together with their own under-paid employees, all makes for a reduction 
of community buying power, which seriously affects othe- lines of trade while filling the maw of the chain store 
hog.
